connetAed with the individual welfare. 
FeJeral government is more a matter 
of policies and less affected by the 
personality of the administrators. 

And this is particularly true of the 
laws that regulate sanitary and health 
mutters, for the individual and com¬ 
munity health is the biggest asset of 
.lie individual and community. Sick¬ 
ness stops the producing capacity of 
the individual, makes him a charge 
upon his reserve fund or his friends. 
Fpidcmic disrupts public business and 
finances. 

Therefore, it is of prime importance 
to every resident of Florida, whether 
he be property owner, tax payer or 
voter, who arc the men that make the 
laws to protect his health, and it is 
quite as important who arc the offi¬ 
cials that enforce th c laws already 
upon the statute books. 

Not every man who has paid his poll 
tax is a qualified voter, at least mor¬ 
ally. It is impossible that every vo¬ 
ter should know iptimatcly the per¬ 
sonal qualifications for office ot all 
who seek election to national or state 
places, but it is within his power to 
know thc men who seek municipal or 
county offices, and upon these depends 
in largest measure thc character «*f 
legislation that is to protect or fail 
to protect, physical welfare. 

Just as in thc years that arc passed 
thc choice of men for public places 
depends m large measure npon per¬ 


sona' friendship wi.hout regard for 
1 tie litnrss for tht lulie* that the *»f- 
iice \iu\dlve*. » lh*rson»l .ji i 
ha* l*een a string plank In fhn plat- 
form, <\on though it be an unwrit¬ 
ten platform 

I’bc s.suite bi*okt of Florida con¬ 
tain a considerable number of laws 
designed *o conserve public health 
in the state, but they have been prac¬ 
tically dead letters, because thc ofti- 
ciaW chosen t<» enforce laws impartial¬ 
ly have failed utterly and ignominious- 
ly of .hese duties in respect to these 
particular enactments Experts in 
sanitation ami health matters know 
that a strict enforcement of these 
sum laws would materially benefit 
public health and lessen the aHfre* 
gale of sickness. Some of these neg¬ 
ligent official* arc candidates for re- 
^ *'-i V P W ,0 

Only (Wu members of a certain rc- 
cent city council in Jacksonville ever 
vUi ed the offices of thc city board 
of health during their terms of office, 
and those two went to demand* jobs 
lor constituents. When the bndgrt 
committee of that same city council 
lued up the annual appropriations 
for the support of the health depart¬ 
ment. it made a substantial cut in 
the nmount which the previous year 
had kept that department on the \cr«c 
of inefficiency because “f a lack ot 
proper and sufficient funds.

George \V. Spring, Sr., a veteran of 
the Civil war and for many years in 
the government service as a mail car¬ 
rier in this city, passed away at his 
home, 355 Maple avenue, at 4;JO 
this morning.

Many of ihe leaves fell 
Tile new sUiu# • rrr slender, ucW 
leases were undersired and yellowed, 
The older defoliated sterna showed 
distinct developments of mn'tiple 
bud* 

I lie baik of the rnnk unit lauA r 
branches appeared hide-bound. The 
trees had the appearance of being 
attacked by withrrtip. although few 
dead branches were found in the trees 
There was a distinct absence of fresh 
white feeding tips on the fibrous 
roots. The mam roo:* were appar¬ 
ently uninjured The cover crop re¬ 
fused to grow. Seedlings of both wll 
and cultivated crops Came up made a 
small growth and dl*«l. 

Such conditions indicate a dead soil. 
They should he remedied, not by de¬ 
priving ihe trees of little, hut by add¬ 
ing organic material through cover 
cr««ps. by inoculation brottgb small 
amounts of manure, in addition to the 
lime. Tin foregoing discussion ap* 
plies to ritro* trees n««t over 7 to 10 
years old on light sandy soil* tacking 
in humus. The injury has not twen 
it*.ted in trees above tills age.— \gri» 
cultural News Service. 

Injury to Citrus Trees by Lime 
Remedied by Addition of Humus 

A number of cases where young 
citrus trees have been injured by the 
application of ground limestone to a 
light sandy soil lacking humus have
